Pilate Filly Bred by A. S. 
Hewitt At Boyce Scores Over 
Eight At Tropical Park 

New Year’s Day at two major 
American tracks saw two Virginia- 
bred fillies begin their 3-year-old 
season in triumph when Mrs. FE. B. 
Gormley’s Cantata, a daughter of 
Pilate, scored over a field of eight 
at Tropical Park and Neil S. Mc- 
Carthy’s Augury, by *Happy Argo, 
annexed a $1,000 purse at Santa 
Anita. Following these victories, 
Calumet Farm’s Neddie Lass, daugh- 
ter of Neddie and full sister to the 
stake winner Nedayr, earned her 
diploma from the school of maidens 
by scoring over the six furlong route 
at Tropical Park on January 2. 

The Pilate filly, Cantata, out of 
Bellham hy Sand Marsh, was bred 
at Abram Hewitt’s Montana Hall, 
and accounted once 
in thirteen outings in her juvenile 
year, was three times second and 
twice third, earning altogether some 
$1,085. Her performance on Mon- 
day, when she won by two and one 
half lengths over Mrs. W. EB. Mar- 
tin’s Spirited, netted her $525. 

Augury, a product of the late Ad- 
miral Cary T. Grayson’s Blue Ridge 
Stud at Upperville, Va., was only 
twice out of the money in all of her 
ten starts as a 2-year-old last season, 
being five times first and three times 
second, with her earnings amounting 
to $3,925. Her share of the purse in 
Monday’s race was $1,000, a dupli- 
cate of her sales price at Saratoga 
in 1938.

Rose Tree Hounds and Rose Tree 
hunters have certainly found the De- 
cember going to their taste. Never 
have Hounds worked more effective- 
ly or more valiantly in pursuit of 
stout hearted foxes. Probably the 
run of the year so far for speed and 
distance and Hound work occurred 
on Saturday the ninth. 


A field of about forty met at eleven 
at West Town and almost at once 
jumped two- foxes on the Rhodes’ 
property. Hounds, put on one, push- 
ed him to earth in about fifteen 
minutes of speedy going through the 
Twaddell woods. <A_ second fox, 
Hounds uncovered in Cheney Big 
Woods. He holed likewise with dis- 
appointing promptness. A third fox 
jumped sunning himself, poor dear, 
in the Fawcett meadow, was cut 
down and killed at once. We could 
only think longingly of what might 
have been had he not been caught 
unawares, 


In the Fawcett Woods Hounds 
found a fourth fox that, leading us 
over into the Rhodes’ property, hol- 
ed at once. ‘‘What we need’’, sug- 
gested a pink coat sadly, ‘‘is a run- 
ning fox.’’ ‘‘You’re wrong,” count- 
ered another one laughing, ‘‘what 
we need is food and drink! Break- 
fast at the Rhodes for me. Good- 
bye!”? At this time, about two o’clock, 
a good number pulled out to go to 
the Rhodes’ who had invited the field 
to breakfast. The rest pushed on. 

In less than ten minutes in a cov- 
ert on the Old Miff Hickman Farm 
(fox hunters here remember Miff 
Hickman as one of the great fox 
hunters of the country) a Hound 
gave tongue sharply, speaking with 
authority. Almost instantly the whole 
pack was going away in splendid, 
rhythmie chorus. Starting here, mid- 
way between West Town and Oak- 


bourne, on the border of the West 
Chester county, the fox led us across 
Marshell Jones’ farm into the West 
Town school property. Here, swing- 
ing across the White place through 
the Marshall Jones’ farm again back 
to where he was uncovered, he led 
us past the Oakbourne Hospital, and, 
skirting the West Chester-Wilming- 
ton Pike, turned right. Going back 
through the Rhodes’ and _ Jones’ 
farms he led us again through the 
West Town school property, but this 
time through the northern end into 
Tapper’s. Here he turned right, and, 
running parallel with the West Ches- 
ter-Philadelphia Pike, the boundary 
line between Rose Tree and Radnor, 
he led at a killing pace through 
Thomas’ Thicket, through ‘‘Jack- 
Jacks” through the Smedley and 
Baker farms into the Street Road 
Barrens. Here we checked after two 
hours of the fastest, most breath 
taking going imaginable across big 
fields and through big woods and 
over big fences. A running fox in- 
deed! And true running Hounds if 
I ever saw them! 


Neither fox, Hounds, hunters nor 
horses took breath in that two hours. 
It was after four at the check and 
the M. F. H., Mr. Kerr, and Hunts- 
man Quigley decided to lift Hounds. 
It was just as well, for the pace had 
not only been swift but the way had 
been hard—many and big fences 
take starch out of man and beast. 
My old colored groom following in 
the car was watching as we approach- 
ed what fortunately proved to be the 
final fence of the day, a smallish set 
in panel at the side of the road. Des- 
—_— my horse afterwards he said, 

“When he sees de fence he shake his 
head and say ‘Lawd Gawd, how kin 
I git ovah?”’ The sentiment, I know, 
of the horses and riders that finish- 
ed the run which, by the way, includ- 
ed an eight mile point. 

Christmas Day, cold and _ bleak, 
with a west wind whipping about, 
did not hold out much hope to the 
field of around forty, a small field

halls, but scent was poor, decidedly 
spotty. With a good many checks, the 
fox led the field around and about 
Mendenhalls and Bakers and Brick 
House Farm and the Pig Farm in 
slow uncertain going, then up into 
the Street Road Barrens and down 
through Mr. Simmons’ to Mr. Trux- 
ton Hare’s—all this with constant 
turnings and twistings. For, as one 
of our veteran fox hunters remarked 
gloomily, what chance did a fox have 
to straighten out with a cavalcade of 
ears crowding the roads from every 
possible view. Though the fox hun- 
ters on horses weren’t many for 
Christmas Day, the fox hunters in 
cars were legion indeed. ‘‘What we 
need today,’’ he added bitterly, ‘‘is 
not an M. F. H. but an M. M. C.”’ (I 
puzzled out afterwards he meant 
Master of Motor Cars!) ‘‘or,’’ he con- 
cluded thoughtfully, “dynamite might 
be quicker.” 

At Hare's, 
quickened a bit as the fox led back 
through Mr. Simmons’ into the Street 
Road -Barrens and circled into the 
Twin Ashe Fruit Farm and into the 
Barre again. From there the 
pain 88 Hounds pursued him back 
into Mr. Simmons’ through Delches- 
ter Farm, the Twin Ashe Fruit Farm 
and Mr. Jeffords’ property to Hunt- 
ing Hill where they closed in and 
killed. With the cards stacked against 
them both by God and by man, 
Hounds and hunters felt indeed ex- 
hilarated to have had a two hour 
run. It may have started slow and 
choppy but it finished fast.

Here in this trap- 
piest of covers he _ circled twice 
through the woods before leading 
out and back into Dr. Hutchinson’s 
through the lower meadow, this time 
for another long and sporting circle 
back into Mr. Henderson's and Mrs. 
Bodine’s and through Dr. Hutchin- 
son’s on to Allen’s Hollow again. As 
it was nearly five then and getting 
darkish——we had been running near- 
ly three hours—it was decided to 
Whip Hounds off. 

Even in broad daylight Allen’s 
Hollow is not a sweet place. Though 
the pace was fast only in spots 
scent was ‘‘catchy’’—and though we 
had several checks, the going was 
fairly steady. What stood out, how- 
ever, was Hound work. With foxes 
running merrily all around—~my 
groom viewed six!-Hounds never once 
deviated from the line and ran this 
one fox with a fine bull dog tenacity 
and with unerring noses.

out but it’s fun to be out— isn’t 
the air divine? It was a heavenly 
day overhead and every One was in 
fine fettle, including the horses who 
only became subdued after finding 
that they so frequently seemed to 
step off into space. 

A small field makes always for 
good spirits. Huntsman Quigley drew 
the woods behind the Linns and the 
Brintons and, crossing through the 
Marr’s property into the lower end 
of the Sycamore Mill Barrens, drew 
on through the Barren Woods. Cross- 
ing the road to Poplar Hill he drew 
through all the surrounding coverts. 
Finally on the far side of the Hill 
Hounds gave tongue and, swinging 
left, followed close on the fox, a fine 
red with a handsome black tipped 
brush, through John Mullin’s into 
the far southern end of the Barrens, 
thence through the long stretch of 
woods to the upper end of the Bar- 
rens and across the fields beyond 
behind the Wall’s property. Here the 
fox turned left into Mr. Jeffords’ 
woods and then sharp right leading 
Hounds down the road and across 
Ridley Creek at the Sycamore Mill 
bridge into the pines behind Blue 
Hill Farms. Here he turned left 
and crossed the road into the Jef- 
fords’ woods behind the Stokes’ place. 

At a quickening pace he led 
Hounds over the adjoining field, 
through the Stokes’ place and across 
Providence Road into Evans’ Rock. 
He now turned left across the upper 
Sycamore Mill Road and ran paral- 
lel to the Springdon’ Reservoir 
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through the woods and over the 
fields of the old Davis place until 
he crossed Crum Creek into Garret 
Williamson’s. After a brief check 
Hounds swung left over Broomstraw 
Hill to Castle Rock. Here they cross- 
ed the West Chester Pike into Rad- 
nor country. From this point on I 
do not know the names of various 
fields and woods and coverts. We 
swung along to the right through the 
same Radnor country we galloped 
over in our joint meet on the six- 
teenth. We rolled along to the north 
at a fairly swinging pace, the horses 
evidently forgetting to slither and 
slide as they pounded along. 

We passed to the left of Fox- 
catcher Farms and on beyond. Then 
Hounds turned right and sped back, 
giving tongue all the way in splendid 
unceasing unison, towards Newtown 
Square directly through Foxcatcher 
Farms and across the West Chester 
Pike at Newtown Square the traffic 
was heavy and it was there that 
Hounds lost their courageous fox, 
holiday traffic making it impossible 
to cast back and forth across the 
Pike. 

A long, hard two hour run after 
hoping for little and expecting less- 
well, the little field of ten was even 
gayer at the finish than at the start, 
all set as they were to tell the story 
of the run to the timid souls who did 
not a-hunting go.

Tuesday, December 19th. Meet 
was at one o’clock at Mr. Mitchell’s 
in the Manor Country. The tempera- 
ture was in the fifties; clear, with 
no wind. 

The first covert drawn was the 
small one of Mr. Maree’s. Hounds 
were allowed to drift into this cov- 
ert and, even before the huntsman 
reached the covert side, Hounds 
opened and went away fast. This fox 
made a point to the west, about two 
miles, and then circled south, al- 
most to the Upper Bohemia, then 
ran east and denned on Mr. Metten, 
having made a fast run of fifteen 
minutes. 

A second fox had been viewed 
away from Mr. Maree’s covert by 
some people in an automobile and 
had been seen to go into the south- 
ern portion of Mr. Brady’s large 
covert. Hounds were taken to this 
covert and, while they owned the 
line now and again, this fox was 
never started, as apparently he had 
kept moving. The draw in Mr. 
Brady’s covert was continued to the 
north and, though Hounds opened 
once, in a manner which indicated 
that they would get away, the line 
they had faded out and no fox was 
started in this covert. 

The coverts on the Pierce and 
Wilson farms were next drawn 
blank, but a fox was found in Mr. 
Colwell’s covert. This fox broke 
covert to the east and ran for about 
three quarters of a mile, then turn- 
ed and ran to the north into the 
Bullen Farm, a point of about two 
miles. Here the fox turned to the 
west and, apparently, was headed 
for the coverts on the Back Creek 
Mill Pond, but he was coursed by 
two beagles that were being gunned 
over; so turned sharp to the south 
and headed back for Mr. Colwell’s 
eovert, in which he had been found. 

Near this covert, the fox ran a 
dirt road for about 200 yards and 
then crossed a freshly plowed field. 
Hounds checked and were cast into 
Mr. Colwell’s covert and, though 


they found the line again, they 
could only trail slowly, but they did 
work it to a den on the bank of the 
marsh along Back Creek. 

As a considerable hack would 
have been necessary to get to fresh 
country, Hounds were taken in about 
4:15. This last was a run of twenty- 
five minutes to the last check, but 


included a check of about five min- 
utes caused by the beagles. 

Thursday, December 21st. Meet 
was at the Klair Farm at one o’clock. 
Temperature was about 40; dav was 
very overcast, with a strong wind 
from the west that made everyone 
uncomfortably cold. 

The Kiair covert was drawn blank,

but two foxes were started in the 
large Factory Woods covert. One 
fox was started in view of the field 
but, since only two and a half cou- 
ples of Hounds were on this fox, and 
it was not then definitely known 
what the rest of the pack were do- 
ing due to the strong wind, no ef- 
fort was made to stop them. The re- 
mainder worked their fox through 
the covert and into the open fields 
beyond. Scenting was difficult, but 
Hounds were working the line in a 
sketchy way, when quite suddenly 
a heavy snow commenced falling 
which, from the looks of things, gave 
every indication that it would last 
for quite a while. 

Hounds were lifted, and a start 
made toward the kennels at which 
time most of the field departed. 

Within about fifteen minutes, the 
snow had ceased, though other con- 
ditions remained about as they had 
been. 

Mr. Greenewalt’s covert was then 
drawn blank, but a fox was viewed 
away from Mr. Phipp’s. covert. 
Hounds were promptly put on this 
line, but could own it only with dif- 
ficulty and, finally, ran out of scent 
completely on Mr. Somerville’s 
place, about a quarter of a_ mile 
away. 

The next draw was Mr. Fleitas’ 
covert, which was blank, after which 
Hounds were hacked to the Vogel 
covert, in which a fox was found. 
This fox took a circling line, which 
Hounds ran very fast, putting him 
to ground after twelve minutes in a 
field on the Vogel place. 

The few remaining in the field 
had been thoroughly chilled before 
this run, so Hounds were taken in 
about four o’clock. 

Saturday, December 23rd. Meet 
was at the Dennison Farm at one 
o’clock. Day was clear; temperature 
about forty; with a fresh wind from 
the northwest. 

The first draw was the Dennison 
covert, in which two foxes were 
promptly found, all Hounds getting 
away On one fox. This fox ran to the 
east through Mr. Eugene du Pont’s 
for about a half mile, and then turn- 
ed obliquely to a southern course, 
which he continued to Dr. Stine’s 
covert, where he bore to the east and 
made a point through Crow Hill. 
Here he turned to the north and, 
apparently, was starting back for 
the section in which he had been 
found but scent failed and the line 
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was lost in the Greenewalt covert. 
This run lasted fifty minutes, the 
first portion of it being quite fast, 
but the latter part was slow, though 
steady, as the fox had secured a 
good lead when a ear passing on a 
road had forced the fox to turn and 
Hounds were brought to a check. 

Seven and a half couples of 
Hounds split on a second fox in Mr. 
du Pont’s quite early in this run, 
and had run through most of the 
country which was next to be drawn 
before the whipper-in, who went 
after them, was able to stop them. 

The next coverts were consequent- 
ly drawn, not so much with the idea 
of finding, as merely being on the 
way to fresh country on the north 
of the Limestone Road. The next fox 
was found in the first covert drawn 
there, that of Mr. Ball, and he pro- 
vided a slow steady circling run of 
fifty-five minutes before going to 
ground on Mr. Hicks. 

Hounds were then taken in at 
about 4:15.

Tuesday, December 26th. The meet 
was at one o'clock at Mr. Peoples, 
having been changed from the Mon- 
or Country, due to the weather. The 
day was cleur; temperature in the 
high thirties, but with a fresh west- 
erly wind blowing which made con- 
ditions uncomfortable. The ground 
was frozen, with only a little thaw 
here and there, 

The Jordan and Whiteside coverts 
were first drawn blank, not unex- 
pectedly; but then in succession, the 
Workhouse, Hicks, Gebhart and Skel- 
ly coverts were drawn blank, which 
was not according to expectations 

Hounds were then taken across 
the Limestone Road and a fox was 
found in. the first covert drawn, 
which was Mr. Eugene du _ Pont’s 
swamp Scenting conditions were 
spotty, but Hounds worked the line 
slowly, but quite steadily, for twenty 
minutes,when scent failed completely. 

A fresh fox was then found in the 
next covert drawn, that of Mr. 
Ferris Eastburn, and Hounds ran 
this fox quite steadily and somewhat 
faster for a cireling run of forty 
minutes 

Most of the drawing, and a portion 
of the running has been away from 
the vans, so at 4:15 Hounds were 
lifted from a check when they were 


all together and taken in. 

Fixtures for the remainder of 
the week had to be cancelled, due to 
snow, and ice and quite cold weather. 
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Saturday, Dec. 16th. 

Hounds met at Nordix Farm at 
11 o’clock. The sky was overcast, 
the going excellent, but the inevit- 
able old South Wind got up as usual, 
which did not help seenting condit- 
ions. 

The first draw was in Mr. Rector’s 
Woods on Lee Highway, then down to 
Gray’s. Both coverts were drawn 
blank. As we came on back into Rec- 
tor’s, there was a sudden burst of 
music and away they went. Making 
a circle in the covert on the Baldwin 
Ridge Road, where he was denned 
after a fifteen minute run, Hounds 
made the sweetest music one has 
ever heard. 

Hounds were then lifted to Row- 
land’s where they again found and 
went away, crossing The Academy 
Hill Road into Atlee’s, then back in- 
to Rowland’s large covert. They gave 


lots of tongue in the woods but com- 
ing out in the open they slowed up, 
seeming to have hard time working 
the line. They worked him back of 
Carpenter’s, crossed the Baldwin 
Ridge Road back into Rector’s where 
they carried him back of the house, 
then circled back, crossing the road 
into Gray’s and White’s where 
Hounds lost. 

Hounds were again lifted to hunt 
Nordix Farm, Country Club, “Oak 
Spring”, and ‘‘Ivy Hill’’. All proved 
blank. Hounds then went into the 
covert on ‘Airlie’, where as soon as 
they entered, a very fast moving red 
came out, crossing Cedar Run into 
“Twin Oakes’’, thence returning to 
‘Airlie’, after giving a very fast ten 
minutes. This fox went out on the 
macadam road leading to Buchanan’s 
and Groom's. The bank side of the 
road was drawn for almost a mile but 
the scent could not be picked up. 

During the run we had an exhibit- 
ion of circus riding, jumping a rail 
fence. Mrs. Friendly’s horse Pusher 
caught the top-rail breaking it, go- 
ing on his nose and knees, putting 


his fair rider over the pommel of her 


side-saddle, with her foot still in the 
stirrup. She went about thirty yards 
on her horse’s neck, going down hill 
all the time. She finally had to give 
it up and let go, sliding off. Apparent- 
ly her only trouble when she landed 
was trying to get her feet and skirt 
untangled.

The development of this Fund is of 
personal interest to every member of a Hunt for every hunt has the respon- 
sibility of its loyal hunt servants before it and this Fund will provide the 
solution to a problem that can prove an extremely expensive one if it is not 
handled in the cooperative fashion proposed by the Hunt Servants Founda- 
tion.

Hounds met at the Kennels for 
fox at 6:45 A. M., December 16th. A 
small field of 12 only followed the 
11 couples towards Chickamauga 
Park. We hacked thru B-T-W Camp 
and down the Forest Road, named 
after the famous confederate cavalry 
leader whose troops fought so val- 
iantly on this field. Hounds were 
cast east of the Battle Line Road and 
after some short feathering about 
suddenly burst into the pine thicket 
with such music as we had not heard 
in a long, long time. There is most 
certainly a distinct difference be- 
tween the cry of the pack on a fox 
and the music on the drag. They 
streamed South and as usually hap- 
pens, in the park, of course, Charlie 
hit for the thickest woods, the worst 
shale rock hillside and rocky stream 
beds. The only one who had fair go- 
ing was the Whipper-In on the right 
who was outside the pines. The Ma- 
ster and the field fought brush and 
rocks. After an 18 minute run 
Hounds denned their fox near Vine- 
yard Field. A grand run, somewhat 
hard on skin and clothes, but who 
cares when a fox is ‘‘up’’ and Hounds 
are running. 

After a short rest the Master drew 
the woods to the East and after 
about 10 minutes of silent slow rid- 
ing thru the woods, punctuated by 
an occasional blast from the Master’s 
horn to let Hounds know his direct- 
ion, we suddenly heard Lady and 
Julie sound off. The pack had scat- 
tered on quite a front and it was 
noticeable how they converged on 
Lady. Meanwhile, Julie, whom the 
Master claims is the fastest running 
thing (not on wheels), had gone 
away and it was some time before we 
caught up with the pack. We finally 
caught them at Lambert Ford. Here 
our fox had crossed the river and 
gone to ground in some of the bluffs 
on the other side. Part of the pack 
crossed the river. After gathering the 
pack we then drew the pine woods to 
the north and while we heard some 
scattered music here and there with 
a short gallop now and then, Hounds 
were working on a cold line. Since it 
was getting warm and sunny and 
scenting became too poor, Hounds 
returned to the Kennels at 9:30 A. 
M. Bacon and eggs for the field fol- 
lowed at the Master’s house. 

It is interesting to note that this 
pack hunts both drag and fox. More 
Hounds are honest on fox than on 
the drag. There is, of course, a de- 
cided difference in the music. That 
the pack hunts both satisfactorily 
is probably accounted for by the fact 
that our drags are not the usual 
stereotyped steeplechases. There are 
runs with a breast high scent when 
Hounds fairly scream and horses can 
barely keep up in the wooded, rough 
country. Then again for a mile or 
two Hounds have to hunt for the 
line step by step and occasionally we 
do not find it at all. The line is light 
enough so that Hounds have to hunt 
it. As dry as the weather has been 
this fall they have had to develop a 
fine nose. 

The drag man who is an old timer 
at the game, knows foxes and their 
habits and travels as much like a fox 
as possible using a relatively small 
drag ‘‘sweetened’’ with scent from 
the two captive foxes kept for that 
purpose. We have a good sized and 
well panelled territory and the drags 
are twisting and crooked and it is 
never necessary to repeat runs. We 
do not even go thru the same sect- 
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ion oftener than about 2 or 3 times 
during the entire season which lasts 
from October until April. There are 
a good many 
foxes in our country

Although the mercury remained 
in the low twenties and the country 
side was frozen hard and dry, the 
bright hunting pink and cheery 
Christmas greetings made one forget 
the cold, for every sportsman’s heart 
is warmed by the sacred beauty of the 
Yuletide.
